Objections 
Content of Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim(s) 1-19 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Eisele (US 5,159,182) in view of Burkart (US 5,584,043) and Raviv (US 4,774,618). 

Eisele discloses a floppy-disk shaped device having at least components 
including readhead/transducer 6, 16, 17, 13; disk 1 5; keyboard 21 ; display 21 ; IC chip 2; 
a circuit including memory 9 wired to other components (Fig. 1-8). The components 
communicate to each other to exchange data with different external devices and hosts. 
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Eisele lacks a smart chip port to receive a portion of a card. 

Burkart discloses such port is known in the art as illustrated in Figs. 3a-3c, 4a-4b, 

5a-5b. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teachings of Burkart in order to allow 
smaller chip card to be read using the floppy drive. 

Eisele lacks a slot for swiping magnetic strip card. 

Raviv discloses a floppy-disk shaped device that includes a slot 54 for 
inserting/swiping a magnetic strip card to be read by a magnetic head 55 (Fig. 6-7) 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teachings of Raviv in order to allow 
magnetic strip card to be read by the floppy device.
